\\ hat can induce you to exert the ut- 
moft of your faculties, to draw down, if 
pollible, the vengeance of this nation up- 
on a part of your fellow-iubjects, de- 
fcended from the fame origin with your- 
felves, as fond of liberty as you can be, 
«nd whofe example, were you born Ame-

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ricans, vou mott probably would be the 
firft to follow? I judge fo becaufe you 
difcover not lefs indifiretion than the 
poor Americans, againft whom you are 
conttantly urging violence and war. 

They have ated wrong. So far I a- 
gree with you ; but who was the agpref- 
for? They thought the nfelves good and 
loyal fubje&ts to the King, Englilhmen, 
and obliged by every tie to promote the 
common intere(t of this nation and them- 
felves, preferably to any other; and atte 
ed fo from the firtt peopling of their 
country, till miftaken and mifguided con- 
dust at home, urged them to the dire ne- 
ceflity of appearing otherwife. They 
clear their fovereign of a thought to their 
diladvantage. 

What good then can you propofe, Gen- 
tlemen, by creating divifions where u- 
nion is indifpenfabiv neceilarv? The 
King of G. Britain is King of Treland, 
and King of Anerica; the parliament of 
G. Britain is the parliament of Ireland, 
and the parliament of America; they 
have fo determined, and know perfectly 
well at what time and by what means 
they became {o, and divided with their 
fovereign, his fovereign and legiflative 
authority. Let us for a moment lay alide 
our prejudices both on one fide and the 
other; and difinilling the queftion of 
right, inquire into what is proper. 

Is the friendfhip or enmity of two mil- 

lions of people with whom we trade, who 
take from us moft of the manutactures 
they ule, who fend us raw materials in 
return, which we muft otherwife 
chale with ready money; who call you 
fathers, brothers, fellow-fubjeéts, and 
own themfelves Englifhmen: [ fay, is 
the friendihip or enmity of fuch a people 
to be regarded or not? If many thou- 
fands of our poor earn their bread by 
means of fuch a commerce, were it even 
with the loweft of the fons of Adam, 
much lefs with Britons, ought we fora 
fhadow to facrifice fo effential an advan- 
tage? But this advantage will be moft 
certainly facrificed, if the end you feem 
to aim at is obtained. 

Can Britain fafely {pare 50,000 men, 
failors and foldiers, to reduce a people 
a@uated with fentiments of liberty, an 
poffefied of Britilh freedom, of ten times 
their number? Why will you urge the 
unequal war? You know the fui of in- 
difputable evidence that has been produ- 
ced before an auguit tribunal; and you 
muft know, that if military meafure. ere 
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purfued, the confequence muft be alike 
fata! to Britain, whether England or A- 
merica is victorious. 

Should the colonies fubmit without a 
ftroke ; will not the difguft thev have 
entertained, and the opinion they have 
admitted that they are no longer a free 
people, always prompt them to look at 
an emancipation trom an ahen power > 

Should they prove vi€torious, repel the 
power fent to reduce them; o: fhould 
they, by offers of land, of which they 
have plenty, of fecurity psnifhments 
or difonour, which are in their power, 
debauch, not only private men, but ma- 
ny of your officers, to torego their duty, 
where are vou then? 

Tiat France has many emiffiries a- 
mongit us, is not to be douscted: My 
countrymen, confider the game the French 
are now playing. 

Twenty or thirty thoufand Spaniards 
now furround the frontiers of Portugal ; 
they have committed no hoitilities, but 
are ready for aétion. 

If G. Britain breaks with her colonies, 
no doubt but Portugal will be attacked ; 
if Spain fucceeds, a vaft addition is made 
to the family-compact. 

If we fend our contingent of 6000 men, 
France fends twice as many, and the 
war becomes general. 

G. Britain then ftands alone againft her 
colonies, againft Spain, again{ft France, 
and without one ally to help her, except 
Portugal, who cannot help herfelf. 

Inftead of the commerce that poured 
in upon us during the late war, and en- 
abled England to bear up againft the 
greateit part of Europe, we thall have 
nore that is beneficial, none but where 
the balance of trace will be againft us. 

America fupplied us with men, fhips, 
provifions; with goods the produce of 
our enemies; with money likewile from 
their mines, — while the parent countries 
were reduced to extreme dittre({s. 

Ail this will be reverfed, if we fatally 
ambark in a quarrel with America: and 
a quarrel, for what? For lefs than a fha- 
dow.

23. for they are literally call- 
ed by Paul the apofiles, not the angels of 
the churches, So, too, Epaphroditus, 
Who was fent by the difciples at Philippi, 
With a prefent unto Paul, during his bonds, 
is literally tyled their apoffle, not their an- 
gel, Philip. ii. 25. Bat Ido not think this 
Variety of the term of any weight again{t 
he conceflion Ihave now made. For e- 
very one knows, who bas any acquaint- 
ance with the Greek language, that the 
Word rendered angels in fcripture, and 
frequently applied to celeftial tpirits, on 
account of their office, in carrying divine 
orders to our world, primarily means 
meliengers, and is fo tranflated where 
unan beings are evidently intended. 
See Matt. xi. 10. Mark i. 2. Luke vii. 
24.27. ix. 52. James ii. 25. and com- 
pare the LXX. Gen. xxxii. 3. 6. Numb. 
X14. vi. vii. 22. &c. Ne- 
Vertheleis, though the Greek phrafe in 
the book of Revelation, feparately confi- 
dered, may fignify perfons fent from the 


shurches to fhow their ftate, and receive

dire@tions about it, it Goes not feem to 
me reafonable, that it thould be fo un- 
derflood here. I think it much more pro- 
bable, nay certain, that it (lands tor the 
perions who prefided over the Cheiftian 
churches, and whole butine!s it) was to 
regulate, and lead in the public offices of 
their facred aflembiies. In confirmation 
of this, I obferve, that, as the prieits 
under the Jewifh difpenfation were tty led 
the meffensers, or angels, of the Lord of 
hofis, becaule it was their province to 
teach the law of God, and to explain the 
right and the wrong by it unto the peo- 
ple, Mal. ii. 7. compared with Deut. 
xvii. 8. 14.3 they might with equal pro- 
priety have been named the me/jengers, or 
angels, of te people, or congrexation, be- 
caufe it was their bufinefs to prefent 
facrifices and pravers unto God for 

them. Nay, we findin fa thev had this 

title beftowed on them. Baal Hatturim 
on Levit. x. 6. there is a reafon piven 

why it is injoined the fons ef Aaron not 

to bare their heads, ** Becaule they were 

the meflengers of the congregation,” or, 

angels of the church. The Ciriftian pa- 

ftors, therefore, from their refer lance 

in their furndlions unto the Jewifh priefts, 

might very well be called me/engers or 

angels, of the churches committed to their 

infpe@ion. Further, it is very clear, 

from a multitude of paffages in Jewifh 

writings, that there was an officer in 

their fynagopues, named the me//eager of 
the congregation, or angel of the church, 

oaliahh tzibor, who had the care of 
reading the {criptures of the Old Tefta- 

ment, and of leading in the public offices 

of devotion there, and of admonifhing 

the prieft, if prefent, to pronounce in 

due feafon the blefling, with which their 

relipious meetings were difmifled; yea, 

of uttering himfelf this folemin valedittion 

or farewel benediétion, in the priefi’s 

ablence. 

It were eafy for me to fwell this let- 
ter with learned quotations from Rabbi- 
nical treatites, to prove this aflertion. 
But they would be inconvenient to the 
printer, and ufelefs to the bulk of your 
readers *. I therefore give only the tranf- 
lations of fome few for their fuller fatis- 
faaion about this point. —— In the Ge- 
mara, p. 35. 1. it is faid, ** Upon the 
day of the new yeer, and of expiation, 
the meflenger of the congregation (or

ing perions from the feveral pretbvteries, 
or \yvnods, to others, to afk advice, or to 
give information. 

B-fides, though no fuch arguments 
could be alledged agiinft that interpreta- 
tion from Jewith phrafeology, there oc- 
cur to me tundry obje¢tions unto it.

On the 0- 
ther hand, were their meflengers gone 
home, their embafly being finithed, they 
had returned to the itute of private per- 
fons, and were ceftitute of all authorty 
or tuperior influence from that character; 
why therefore would the epiltles be ad- 
drefed unto them at all? Sure with 
much greater propriety would letters be 
fent containing commendations of what 
was excellent, reproof: of what was 
blameable, and admonitions fuitable tothe 
circunttances of each foety, with 
mifes, or threatenings, to allure or awe 
into obedience, fuch as the letters under 
confideration are, to the fixed pattors of 
the churches, who were ound from theit 
ttation to watch that no abules or core 
ruotions fhould enter, and to reform 
what of this kind had alieadty crept in, 
and to maintain and improve what was 
right, than to any perfons who hai been 
envovs from the chu ches, divefted of 
a public character. Finally, what pro- 
balnlity that metlengers thould have been 
difpatched unto John dy feven churches, 
whote cheratter and circumitances were 
Ootferent, and have fhill been prefent 
with bm or returned from him at the 
fime time ? which vet is fuppoied by the

lait [xxvii. 564.], we have an account 
of Dr Gatt?s miitaking the rednets, in- 
flammation, and pimples, reund the ori- 
fice nade in the Duchels of Boufflers’s arm 
for inoculation, as a fure fign that the 
infection had taken place. 

What fo'lows may poilibly fhow how 
that mittake happened, and prevent the 
like again. 

My being minute will, I hope, be ex- 
culed : it is to make every thing plain. 

Without mentioning the various ine- 
thods ufed formerly, and in ditferent 
places, to communicate the infection, I 
{hall only fay I have feen two. 

For the one: —Form litle balls of 
cotton or caddis, (charpie, or teraped 
nen), the bignels of a good pin’s head is 
futhcient ; foak thefe in variolous matter ; 
and keep in a box for ufe. 

Then with the fhoulder or edge ofa 
jancet, make fuch a {light incifion thro’ 
the cuticle as juft to bring blood, a drop 
is fuflicient: the {cratch may be from a 
quarter to haif an inch long; if longer 
there is no harm. 

Rub the caddis-button carefully. a lit- 
tle time, on this hair-itroke ; and, lav- 
ing a plaiiter over it, leave it o four or 
five days. 

Ii it do not hold, the fkin will then be 
as whole as if it had not been touched ; 
but if it fucceed, there will be a faint 
reddith line; which on a near infection 
will be found open. This infl:mmation 
micreafes daily gill the turn of the poz, 

I have inoculated about two hundred, 
mottly in this way, and aiways found the 
above appearance, 

In the other wav: — They make a 
deep and wide orifice, with the pont of 
the lance ; —into which they thrutt a dol- 
fil of foaked caddis, and leave it in, with 
@ plaitter over it, as above. 

A title reflection muit inake one fenfi- 
ble, that this is really an iffue, ( fowtanel), 
and that the dotlil ferves as a pea to in- 
flame and keep it open; and cifecualiy 
puts it out of one’s power to know whe- 
ther it has fuccecded or not, til] the e- 
vent informs him. 

What adds to the uncertainty is, that 
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as pimples frequently rife round infeed 
wounes, fodo they allo, fomecimes, round 
fiinple ifiues. 

From what has been faid it aprears, 
that the certainty of knowing the eilcet 
foon, is one recommendation of the 
finall wound ; —and giving ttle or no 
pain, is another. JT have inocu'ated fe- 
veril fucking children tout did not wince, 
or cry, at all. 

On the other fide, putting it out of 
our power to know if it has held or not, 
is the princspal o! jeion to large orifices, 
and alf> a hogard of the blood wafhing a- 
Way the matter when too jarge. 

It is the depth and not the length 
which makes the odds, a ferat)n of aa 
Inch long, if fuverficial, heals fooner than 
apunctue of a quarter An example 
wilt prove what is faid above. 

About fourteen vears apo, two hoys 
and a viel were inoculated in one cay, bv 
the first way. sas fot on the fourla 
or fifth day to fee if it had fucceeded s 
and I found the cadJis buried m the o- 
Deninas; the lips inflamed, aud bewin- 
ning to fuppurate ;— but could not tiv, 
held or not. They continued mattering 
a confiderable long time: during which 
we were in fulpence;—beceue I had 
feen fome wounds continue «ith a mort 
feab upon them full three wecks before 
the paticnt fickened, who had a favoute- 
able pox and did weil. 

At lait ail the three healed up without 
any ctfect. 

The parents of the girl then fent her 
to me, and I gave her them inthe fl ght 
way. At the ufval tine flie fiehened, 
and was uneaiv fer three days; Was re- 
liered by a fa ourable cruptio , and lav 
not an hour longer: end continucs well 
ever ince. Have feen otiers alio 
ceed well after once imiiing. 

The nother ot the two bovs had not 
rage to try and both, afterward, 
died of them in the o.tural way.

A™ ng the manv circumflances, from 

Which a judicious o'Merver will be 
en bled to form an idea of the fpirit and 
penius of anv age or nation, the thate of 
the tine arts, and efpecially of poetry, 
delerves his particular attention and re- 
gard. He will find the character of evee 
rv ove as ttrongly marked in the fiétions 
and manners of the poet, as in the leaves 
otf the hittonan; and were even the 
works of the latter to be lot, in many 
cales the fongs of the bard would afford 
futfitent moterials to form an exaét idea 
of the diflpofitton and genius of the times. 
Thus the manly (pirit, plain fenfe, and 
homely mirth, of the unpelithed Romans, 
are Giiplaved in the writings of Ennius 
and Pleutus, and their other old poets : 
and the serv fpirit of an eefv and happy 
monerchy, pgurded bv juttice and the 
laws, where a man of abrlities and 2ood- 
nels of heart prefides at the helm of af- 
fairs, 1s to be cifcovered in everv pace 
of the Angutlan writers, particularly in 
the exceiient werks of Virgi! and Ho- 
race. The venelitv, luxury, and depe-

the ects, but im the manners of the

manners produced the works of Juvenal 
and Petronius ; the one the fevere iatiriit, 
the other the pay libertine, who, while 
he fometimes lavghed at the faults of the 
age, always verv politely joined in them. 
During this period of the Roman litera. 
ture, an inferior fry abounded in Kome; 
and falfe wit, conceit, and finical refine- 
ment, became the reigning mode, till 
within a few ages the goddefs of Dulnefs 
took entire poflefion of the literary 
world, while degeneracy and every pu- 
blic vice with equal ftrides invaded the po- 
litical. 

Such is a fhort fketch of the hiftory of 
poetry at ancient Rome; and which I 
cannot help thinking bears a ftrong re- 
femblonce to its progrefs in our own 
country, as far as its hittory, not yet 
completed by time, will allow us to 
judge. — ancient Enghth poetry 
bears the exa& features of a manly un- 
polifhed and warlike people. The rough 
fenfe and homely mirth of Ennius and 
Plautus, but joined with an infinite high- 
er vein of poetry than either of thele Ro- 
mans were mafters of, is to be found in 
Chaucer. The age of Lucretius may be 
compared to that of Spenfer in degree of 
refinement, though our Enelith bard far 
exceeded that Roman in fancy, though 
even that talent may juftly be reckoned 
one of that fophiftical philofopher’s cha- 
racteriftics. Our Auguftan age it is need- 
Jeis to point out; it feems now to be 
fairly paft. The finical refinements that 
are now affeéted by the poets of the age, 
are as ditlerent from the tatte of the good 
writere in the reign of Q. Anne, as the wri- 
ters of the times of Nero and Domitian 
were from thole of the age of Auguftus. 

As I have compared our age to the 
times that fucceeded the Auguttan, fo we 
have two modern writers who may be 
compared with Juvenal and Petronius ; 
though as inferior to thefe Romans, as 
Chaucer and Spenfer are fuperior to thofe 
T have clailed them with. In this man- 
ner as aparallel te Jurenal, I thall be 
bold to mention the late Mr Churchill ; 
and as for our Petronins, the reader reeds 
not be defired to recolleét the author of 
Triftram Shapdy. 

That there may be two or three living 
authors whofe works do not come under 
the character of tinical, I do not denv; 
but thourh we haveourClavdian and Ti- 
bullas, the prefent age is not charaeri- 
fed from them, no more than that 
of Charles II. is from Milton. — And I do 
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ven our be{t moderns are in fome of their 
works tin@tured with the finical tafte of 
their contemporaries : feveral paflages of 
this kind may be produced from the works 
of Mafon, and we have feen a poem called 


| ADay by the author of the Oeconomy of love. 


From the days of Homer, who did not 


 difdain to catch a thought from an elder 


bard, the poet has never been efteemed 
blameable for taking a hint from another, 
provided it does not grow worfe in his 
hands; and indeed there is no writing 
without having fometimes another wri- 
Shakefpecre himfelf, 
that Child of Nature, has taken innu- 
merable hints from our older poets, and 
even ballads. But what fhall we think 
of that bard who only borrows to fhew 
his art in humbling the fineft paflages of 
others? yet ridiculous as this is, our pre- 
fent race of poets are alino/t as notorious 
for fuch borrowing as for their finical 
tate. Among the many inftances that 
might be given of this kind of poaching 
in authors, I fhall only give one. A cer- 
tein Lyric bard defcribing the dwelling of 
Sleep, fays, 


Through many a chink the hollow-murmur- 

ing breeze, 

Sounds like the diftant hum of fwarming bees. 
And more to feed his flumbers foft 

And lu!l him in his fenfelefs fwoon, 

The hard rain beats upon the loft, 

And {wiftly-trickling tumbles down. 

Our inimtable Spenter, defcribing the 
houle of Archimage, and the fleep in which 
he Julied the Red Crofs Knight, favs, 
And more to lull him in his flumber foft, 

A trickling {treame from high rock tumbling 
downe, 

Andever-drizzlingrain upon the loft, (fowne, 
Mixt with a murm’ring winde, much like the 
Of {warming bees, did caft him ina fwowne. 

Hed one endeavoured to take off the 

becutiful fimplicity from the above lines 

Of Spenfer, he could fcarcely have ex- 

teeced the above citation from the ode. 

But while our prefent poetry is on the 
Whole very much inferior to that of the 
«ll ape, there is one very beautiful mode 
verfincation from which the pretent 
umes may very juftly claim fome merit : 

Mean that fort of plaintive ftinza in 
which Mr Gray’s [xiit. 144.] celebrated 
is weitten, and which was not cul- 
Uveted in the laft age. Mr Gray’s Ele- 
&¥, which ftands at the head of that clafs 
“ Writing, has heen followed by a great 
Many in the fame manner and ftanza,

pot know but it may be proved, that e- 


pieces of poetry that have appeared thefe 
twelve or fifteen years: yet even in thele 
the finical taite above complained of, has 
been perhaps more notorious than in o- 
ther poems of lefs merit. It would be 
invidious to cite any id particular to prove 
this, as it would be injurious to include 
Mc Hammond’s, Mr Gray’s, and moft of 
Mr Shenitone’s elegies in this cenfure. 
Juftice likewife demands that the ode call- 
ed Pollio, written in this ftanza, fhould be 
exempted from the charge of being finical. 

Having obierved that the prefent age 
haf one advantage over the Jaft in thew 
ule of this meafure, it may not be amifs 
to take notice, that it was pretty mucir 
in ule among our earlier writers, though 
it afterwards fell into difrepute.— Some 
of Dryden’s firft pieces are ia that fanaa ; 
and it is pity that a poet who was capable 
of doing it fo great juftice fhould have 
dropt it. However, it is faid to have 
been carried to a greater degree of per- 
fection about one hundred yeurs ago, than 
any other meafure then in ule: a cita- 
tion from a writer of that period, now 
very undefervedly neglected, will ihew, 
that it was then wrote with a fmoothnefs 
of verfification, little inferior to Mr Grav 
himfelf. The citations with which I thail 
clofe this letter, are from Davenant’s two 
poems, called The Philofophers difquifi- 
tion, and, The Chriftian’s veply. 


Is not the learning which we knowledge call, 
Our own but by opinion and in part : 
Not made entirely certain, nor to all? 
And is not knowledye but difputed art? 
And tho’ a bad, yet ’tis a forward yunie ; 
Who, vexing at the fhormefs of the day, 
Doth to o’ertake fwitt Time, onward ride;

feem to court perfecution, we can- 
not help thinking poor Roufleau hath had 
herd meafure dealt hin by his fellow. 
countrymen, and (as he even till feems 
cenrous of calling them) fellow chri- 
ftians. Neceflity, however, feems at 
Jength to have determined him to a final 
expatriation; in the melancholy fearch 
of a more holpitable foil; where he may 
be permitted to die in peace. Hard, in- 
deed! to be denied the privilege of 
breathing his Jatt in that which he 
infpired at bis birth! but fuch is the rage 
of Fanaticilm, that fhe perfecutes with 
equal fury the child of ber womb, and 
the offspring of the molt diftant ftranger. 
Our readers have, no coubt, been in- 
formed in general terms of Mr Routieou’s 
late fiiuation, after his baving been ob- 
liged to reture from Geneva on account 
of the prolecutions, or rather perfecution, 
caned on him and his writings 
{ xxvii. 160. 619.). The refoge be foughe 
the principalitv of Neuf- 
chitel, beth, it leems, by no means an- 
iveres his hopes ang expectations. For, 
notwrthftanding he was particularly ho- 
zoured with the protection of the King of 
Piuflia, to whom that ter belongs, 
and no lefs tavoured bv the friendthip of 
the Lord Marichal, the governor; nei- 
the witluence of the fovereipn, nor 
the admunmittretton, was teund tuth 
cient to prevent bis being pertecuted by 
ihe clerpy, and miulted by the people. 
The government, it is true, appear to 
have bad the power to prevent his being 
legally excommuniccted and burnt at an 
euto da fe: but, if we mav credit the 
atthor of this letter, be ran no dittie ritk 
ef torn to pieces by the populace ; 
the met! cruel and tyranmicel of all hue 
man olttruments of venpeance !

I {hall leave the 
recapitulation of theie, therefore, to the 
fevere and cauttic pen of th fatiritt, 
who may poflibly take a cruel pleatur 
in delineating a picture at once Cilprace- 
ful to religion and humanity. From me 
you will receive only a faithtul narrative 
of faéts, elucidated by a few annotation, 
and authenticated by copies of tie orig 
nal papers, which have appeared in the 
courte of this extraordinary fcene of ia 
quifitorial profecution.” 

The letter-writer proceeds to inform 
us, that, about the latter end of the year 
1764, Mr Rouffezu had clofed with a pro 
polal made to him for the publication of 
a compleat edition of his works: a Cite 
cumftance which it is faid gave great of- 
fence, from ditferent mot.ves, to many. 
About the fame time. alfo, came out this 
writer’s Letters from the mountains ; which 
laid the foundation for the periecution 
that followed. 

** T need not tell you, Sir, with wha 
avidity thofe letters were received by the 
public, nor that they were profcribed 
and burnt by the comiion executioner in 
various places. For our part, we re 
mained very peaceable tpe€tators of thoit 
ridiulous bontiies, till about the end 
February; when the zeal of oar eccle- 
finttics, which had to long iain f{mother- 
ing in darknefs, burit at once into é 
blaze. The oflembly of our clergy cou: 
plained both to the adminiftration 
the magiltracv, ageinft the faid letters ; 
repreicuting them as impious, {candalous, 
and heretical; loliciting withal the im 
mediate profcription of them, as alfo the 
fuppreilion of the projeéted edition, and 
ot the suthor’s works in general.” 

The acminiftration,” we are told, 
** dont eofily take fire at fuch remon- 
{irances, however overheated with te 
fury of inordinate zeal. The civil magi 
trate, nevertheleis, took the matter in- 
to confideration, and fuppreffed the book; 
the officer intrvtted with the bufinefs 
crying it down, making a very whim: 
biunder in the difcharge of his duty. 
The caule of their prohibition, as fpec' 
fed in the proclamation, was their hé- 
Ving witasked every thing the molt 
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ed, that they attacked every thing the 
mot reprehenfible in ovr holy religion. 
This unlucky m:ftake had a droll 
on the auditors; and was thought by 
fyme to have very luckily amended an 
error in the proclamation. The atlembly 
indeed thought otherwife ; and deter- 
mined to proceed againft the author; 
who, being advifed of the great diftur- 
bance which the fermentation of this ve- 
nerable body might caufe in the ftate, 
thought it his duty, as a good fubjed, to 
endeavour to allav the ftorm. For this 
purpole, he tranfmitted the following de- 
daration to Mr Profeflor de Montmollin, 
the paitor of his church ; in order to have 
it communicated to the aflembly. 

“ Out of the deference I owe to Pro- 
fe(for de Montmollin, my paitor, and the 
re(pe@ I bear to the Venerable Affembly 
of the Clergy, I offer, if they will admit 
of it, to engage mvfelf, by a writing 
foned with my own hand, never to pu- 
blith any new work relative to matters of 
religion; nor even to treat of religion, 
though ever fo curforily, in anv new 
work T may hereafter publifh on other 
fubjetts : promifing farther to continue, 
both in fentiment and conduét, to dif- 
plav the value I fet upon the happinefs 
of being united to the church. Mr 
Profeffr is defired to communicate this 
declaration to the Venerable Affembly. 

J Rousseau.” 

This declaration, it feems, the aflem- 
bly determined to keep a profound fe- 
cret, even from thofe of their own body 
who did not happen to be prefent at the 
time of its deliverys By fome means 
orother, however, it was foon made 
known to his Pruflian Majefty at Berlin ; 
in confequence of which the King’s at- 
tornev-peneral at Neufchatel received 
the following letter, from the Lord Mae 
riichal. 

“* The King is difpleafed that your fel- 
low-countrymen fhould be irritated 
@ min whom he proteéts ; and hath de- 
clared that he will highly refent any far- 
ther perfecution of Mr Roufleau. This 
T have from his M.jeft.’s own lips; you 
Mav report it to whom you pleafe.” 

_ This intimation of the King’s pleafure, 
mn behalf of Mr Roufleau, although im- 
mediately made public, was difreparded 
by the aflembly of the clergy; who pre- 
Cinitately proceeded, in open defiance of 
‘ch intimation, as well as in direét op- 
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Vnegable in our holy religion : inftead of 
rich the learned Mr Town-clerk afiert- 


pofition to the laws and conftitution of 
this country, to pafs fentence of ex:om- 
munication upon him. They were pre- 
vented, however, from carrving their fen- 
tence into execution, by the remon- 
{trance of one of their own body. The 
letter-writer inferts this remonitrance at 
length; we thall only extract the latter 
part of it; from which our readers may 
learn, not only fomething of the legal 
jurildi@ion of this clerical affemoly, but 
alfo fome of the fecret motives for their 
proceedings. 

*¢ The only point in this bufinefs, ** favs 
this remonftrint,” in which the affemly 
can with propriety interfere; is an exa- 
mination into the works of the writer; 
the difperfion and propagation of which, 
it is its duty to oppole, by prudent admo- 
nitions addrefled te the author, by means 
of his pattor; exhorting him to write and 
publifh no more; and alfo by making 
earne(t remonitrances to the government, 
in order to obtain a repeal of the privi- 
lege granted for the proje‘ted edition 
of his works. —If the affembly ast pru- 
dentially, they willinfi't no farther than 
to obtain thefe ends, which wil be very 
confiderable *. It is undoubtedly of dan- 
gerous confequence to extend the privi- 
lege of toleration indifcriminately to all 
foreigners that may accept of it: as this 
would be, in a manner, to give an invi- 
tation to the authors of all pernicious 
books to feek «n afvlum in this country, 
and would rifk the making it a general 
rendezvous for thofe paultry fcribblers, 
whofe f{ceptical difpofitions principally 
induce them to make their attacks on 
the doétrines of religion and morality. 
There is yet another reafon why the a/- 
fembly, convened to deliberate on this 
bufinefs, thould a& with caution. It is 
publicly reported, that the firit mover of 
all its proceedings, refides in a neigh- 
bouring capital, in the perfon of an apo- 
{tate ecclefialtic ; one whofe fole view in 
profecuting this affair is to do himfelf 
credit with a D’Alembert and a Voltaire, 
the rivals and enemies of Rouffeau. 
Would it not be juftly deemed fceandalans, 
for an aflembly of divines, fo greatly 
diftinguifhed in the Reformed part of Eu- 
rope, to permit themfelves to be a‘tua- 
ted, in a matter of relizious importance, 
by an intriguing ecclefialtic, gives up 
to worldly purfuits and perfon al pro'p ‘ts? 

* Yet thefe, as the Ictter-writer remarks, 
Mr Ronuffeau had voluntarily offered, if they 
would have admitted of them.

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How can they think of littening to the in- 
finuations of tuch a perion; when the

We are vervforry to think there fhould 
be anv room for fulpecting either a D’A-

the fafetv of the country depended on bis 
excommunication that the diterent 
members of the itate were for it; that 
the allied cantons, particularly that of 
Berne, had threatened to renounce its 
ancient alliance if Roulleau was not ex. 
communicated. Nay reports were evea 
fpread about, among the females in Mo. 
tiers and its neighbeurhood, that Rouf 
feau had ailerted, in his latt book, that 
women had no fouls: a cireumf{tance, favs 
the writer, that put the poor philolopher 
in danyer of tharing the fate of Orpheus, 
Nor, fays he, is this an exaggerated (tute 
of the cafe; there being a preat number 
of fanatic zealots who would have been 
glad to furnith a faggot, had Roufleau 
been at the fttake: fu that his friends 
thought it a lucky circumftance that the 
feverity of the feafon contined him to his 
houle; as he would elle have been in 
ectual peril from the fury of thefe modern 
Bacchants, whofe termagant {pirits were 
irritated to the highelt pitch in behalf of 
their fufpetted fouls. 

Matters were in this se 
this — ded antichrift addretled a let- 
ter to his friend the ethereneenreta 
from which we fhall make a fhort abitract: 
Alarch 23. 1765. Tam ata 
lofs, Sir, to know whether I ought not to 
rejoice at mistortunes, that are acconp: 
ned with fo many contolations. Thole 
I experienced from the receipt of your 
letter, were verv agreeable ; though 
what I received trom the packet 1c con- 
tained, was much more fo. J] communi- 
cated to mv Lord Mariichal, fome time 
ago, the reafons which made me defirous 
of quitting this country, in order to feek 
peace tor mytelf, and to Jeave it with o- 
thers behind me. I have the fatisfaction 
to tind he approves of thofe reafons, and 
is of opinion that I ought immediately 
to depart. Thus, Sir, mv refolution i 
taken; and, though it ts taken with re- 
pret, is irrevocable. Is it poflibie that 
any Of my friends can dij/approve of the 
cetire of a man in my prefent melancho- 
ly fituation, the natural detire of find- 
ing tome peaceful fpot, where my bones 
may be de ‘pofited and rett in tranquilli- 

! Hed 1 a thare of health and 

rits, I thould gladly have confent- 
ed, forthe public pood, to meet my 
adverfaries face to face ; but. debili- 
teted by unexampled misfortunes, and 
worn out with infirmities, I am very ul 
fit to att a part which it would be yore 
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to impofe on me. 


Harafled alimoit to 
death with difputes and altercations, I 
can no Janger fupport their perplexity. 
Let me go hence, therefore, and die in 
peace : for here it is impotlible : though 
Je(s from the ill-will of the inhabitants 
than from its vicinity to Geneva : an ine 
couvenience which all the good-will in 
the world will not enable them to re- 
move. 

The refolution of leaving this country, 
being what my enemies have endeavour- 
ed toreduce me t>, ought n.turally to 
prevent their farther proceedings againtt 
me. [ ainas yet in too poor a ftate of 
health to undertake a journey, and it will 
require fome httle time to fettie my af- 
fars here before I go. In the mean 
ture, I hope not to be treated worie than 
a Turk, a Jew, a Pagan, or an Atheiit; 
mvfelf Io mav permiited, 
fora tew weeks at leatt, to eujov that 
hofpitalitv, which is not refufed to the 
mit abfolute ttranger.” 

To return to the proceedings of the 
confiitory: Mr Roufieau was formerly 
cited to aepear before them, and pro- 
mifed to obey the fummons ; but finding 
himlelt in an indifferent ftate of health, 
an taking edvice of his friends, he 
jucged it more expedient t» d-cline a 
perional .itendance, and to fend in wri- 
tng what he propoted to fay on the oc- 
cafion. He accordingly wrote them the 
following letter, inclofina the declaration 
he hed made to Mr de Montmollin, his 
peftor, when he was received to the holy 
communion in 1762. 

Motiers, March 29. 1765. GEN- 
TIENEN, On receiving your citation of 
yetierdav, I determined to attend you to 
dav; but finding mvfelf extremely indif- 
Poled, cannot pretend to the fatigue 
ot along and tedious audience; having 
confidered allo, that, with regard to the 
Matter «f faith, which is the lingle ob- 
Jéect that citation, I may as well ex- 
plain mvfelf in writing. I doubt not al- 
fo that the charity which muil ever ac- 
company your zeal, will induce you to 
een tof the fame reply by letter, as I 
flould pive, were I perfonally prejent. 
Give ne leave to tell you, then, Gentle- 
nen, it appears to me, that the feverity 
With which the affembly of the clergy 
hath proceeded epainit me, fhould have 
founded on fome pofitive law; 
“hich Tam eflured does not now exift in 
‘his country. Nothing indeed can be 
More novel, more irregular, or more 
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ftructive to civil liberty, and ahove all 
More contrary to the true fpimt of our 
holy religion, than fuch violent proceed- 
ings in a matter of pure faith. 

For let me beg of vou to confider, 
that, having been long received into the 
bofom of the chucch ; and being neither 
pattor, nor profeflor, nor in anv manner 
inveited with the authority of public in- 
itruction, Tought not, as a fimple indie 
vidual among the nunber of the faith- 
ful, to be tudjected to any examination 
or inquifi:ion concerning matters of be- 
lief. Such an inquiftion tends indeed to 
fap the foundations of the Reformed :e- 
ligion, at once infringing both on Gofpel 
libertv and Chrutian charity; as well as 
on the authority of the prince, and the 
rights of the fubject; whether confidered 
as a member Of the church or of the ttate. 
An account of my actions, or moral cone 
dust, is certainly due, at all times, to 
the magiltracy, and to my fellow-citi- 
zens. But thefe not admitting of any in- 
fallible church, that has the authority to 
prelcribe what their members fhail be- 
lieve, and as IT have been once received 
into their communion, I am refpontible 
only to God Aliiphty, for the particular 
articles of my faith. 

To this let me add, that when T wes 
admitted to the holy communicn in this 
perth, after the puotication of Emisins, 
about three vears apo, IT gave to Mr de 
Monimelling my paftor, a declaration in 
writing; with which he ieemed fully fa- 
tiched; requiring no farther explanation 
of ine, with regard to matters of belief; 
but even promifing he would never re- 
quire any other. 

The remaining part of the letter is not 
verv inpo tant; we fhull proceed there- 
fore to pive our readers the fubitance of 
the declarations above-mentioned. 

—** J declare to you, Sr, with all 
due refpe&, thet, ever fince my reunion 
to the church, in which I was born, [ 
have alwavs made profeflion of the Re- 
formed religion; a profellion the 
known or fufpected, as ia the country 
where I refded, nothing more was re- 
guired of me than to keep filence; even 
fome doubt of fuch protetion, indeed, 
was purpolely fuflered to remoin, in ore 
cer thet mgt continue to enjov fome 
pelitical advanteges, of which I fhould 
other wife have been deprived, on account 
of my religion. It is to this true and 
holy relicion that I now profefs myfelf 
allo fiuicerely attached, and fhali contre 
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nue fo to the latett hour of my life *: I 
dere, therefore, to externally united 
to the church, as Tam omternally from 
the verv bottom mm heert. And tts, 
] protet? to vou, Sir, etre, not only 
from the win promile Wve 
feli from a participation in the commu- 
pion ot the faithtul; but even as much 
With aview to the pubtic edifi-ation as 
my own private advantage; for it is by 
no means proper that a fincere and inge- 
nuous reafone. fhould not be openly a 
Member of the church of Coritt.—” 

It appears, that it was with fome dif- 
ficulty the proper cficer prevailed to 
have the above letter and declaration 
read to the members of the confittory + ; 
which at litt was done in a very extraor- 
Cinary manner, attended with as extraor- 
dinarv cocnment bv the paitor, as pie- 


fident-of the aflemly. 
M: Pretdent, indeed, went fo far as 
to aflume two votes, ma method altoe 


pether arbitrary and unexampled, in or- 
der lo carry bis poiot m the confittory ; 
fous members of which protetted againit 
fuch violent proceedings. and appealed to 
the counci! of tkete. In conlequence of 
this appeal, the government took Mr 
Roufleau under its immediate proteétion, 
an! ordered an inquiry mto the legality 
of the proceedings againft him. = This 
periccuted writer, however, perleve ed 
in his intentions of leaving [46.] a coun- 
trv where he had met with fuch unchii- 
fliuniv treatment. M. 
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Mik Pownal 227. who was goe- 
verrnor of M {7 U hav. id 
to be the author of theie traéts. He is 


cvocate tor the colomes. He ade 
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mits the right of taxation, but {trongly 
contends for the loval intevtions, in ge. 
neral of the coloniits 3 and (appealing to 
ever. man of interett or Suunels in thole 
countries), ** that for an bundred year 
to this tune, there ha not been an Ave. 
rican to whom, in the genuine teelings 
of bis heart, the mtereit, welfare, and 
happinefs of G. Britain was not as dear 
as that of his own colony, having no o. 
ther idea but that thev were alwavs one 
and the fame.” —** Ido not believe,” 
adds he, ** that the idea of G. Britain ever 
heretofore arole in an A-nerican breaft, 
without the idea of its being HOME. If 
of late they have learned to call the Bri- 
tifh produce and manufactures foreign, 
and Briton: foreigners, it is not from an 
American idea thev have Jearnt it; it is 

from an idea that is foreign allo.” 
Alter this general affertion, he enters 
on a ferious difcuthon of the propofitions 
lately broupbt into queftion, Whether 
the fupreme lepiflature of G. Britain 
{hould or thould not, apreeably to the 
a¢tual prelent ttate of the Britifh con- 
fiitution, exercile the power of laying 
taxes on the colonies? and, Whether, 
confiftent with the rights of Englithmen, 
and the (uppofed {pirit of the Englifh con- 
ftitution, the colonitts can be texed, un- 
lefs by their own refpectative lepiflatures; 
or unlefs the colonies have, by their proe 
per reprefentatives, a fhare on the legif- 
lature of G. Britain? He aftirms, that 
the reafoning which itates thefe propofie 
tions as matters uncer queftion and doubt, 
never did or could arile from the prince 
ples of an Amercen pobtician. The 
fundamental maxi.” luvs he, ** of the 
laws of thole cou: tries is, 41. That the 
common law of Enalend, together with 
fuch tttutes or atts of parhament (tle 
laws excepted) as were pal 
led the colonies bod a lepifla:ure 
of ther own; 2. That their own laws, 
togethe: with duch aét- of parliament as 
by a ecial claule are ext) ded to Ame- 
rica fnce that time, are the laws of thas 
country. The power olf 
eoery court etta (fh din that country, 
the dotv of everv cova: fheer, the proces 
of every tronfa¢tion in Jaw and 
there, is reputed on this princes le. 
There is not a man of bufmefs in the co- 
omnes thet ever held an office who does 
rot know this. and who hath rot alwovs 
Ctedon this princi les there rever «4s 
aman that ever a quved a lead or ime 
tereit in the politics of thole free coun- 
tries, 
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tries, who did not defend this principle 
as the palladium of their liberty, That 
they were to be ruled and governed only 
by atts of parliament, together with their 
own laws not contrary to the laws of G. 
Britain: andas a friend to the colonies 
J] would venture to add, that it is under 
thi principle that every ad@ of parliament 
pailed finee the eftabli fhment of the colo- 


nits, which refpecis the general police of 


the read, and the rights and liberties of the 
(ubject of the realm, is, without the mter- 
vention of their own content by their re- 
fpective legiflatures or repre fentatives, 
confidered, and, I think I may venture 
tefav adopted as part of the law and 
conftitution of thofe countries. It is un- 
der this principle, without the interven- 
tion of their own content, that thev may 
beft and mot fafely claim al] the rights 
and privileges of Englilhmen confirmed 
wm the bill of rights. It is under this 
principle that I fhould hope, could an A- 
merican ever have need to claim it, that 
they mav beft claim thofe benefit: and 
privileges, which by the 7th of Wiiham 
JI. are declared and provided to tie fub 
ject in cafe of acculation of treaion ; 
even though thofe aéts ftand enatted with - 
out the intervention of their confent, 
Without being by any fpecial claufe ex- 
tended to America, otherwife than as ex- 
tending by power of the fupreme legifiature 
to every fubjec? within the realm. But 
fhould the colonifts doubt the power of 
the lupreme lepiflature in thefe cafes, I 
believe it never was yet doubted in that 
country, but that when an aét of parlia- 
ment was by a fpecial claule extended to 
Anerica, it had its tull force there; nor 
Was ever yet any principle found out, by 
Which to ,diftinguifh the exercife of the 
power of parliament in making laws 
Which refpected the property, the rights, 
liberties, and lives of the fubjeéts there, 
rom) a power to make laws for that coun- 
ty which fhould demand, by ways and 
Means, as to that parliament feemed 
meet, aids by taxes towards the mainte- 
hance and fupport of government.” 
: In another place he adds, ({peaking of 
the colonifts claim of exemption from 
oeing taxed by aét of parliament, fet up 
confequence of the ftamp-aét), ‘* How- 
ever general this claim may have become 
“Nate; however fuddenly this wild plant, 
‘res by an artificial fire, may have 
‘rung up and ipreed itfeltf; it is neither 
batural produce nor growth of Ame- 
a. The colonifts in their {cber fenfes 
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or 
know too weil the vecefliry powers of 
government; they have too well confi- 
dered the relation which thev, as colo- 
nitts, bear to the realm of G. Brit.in: 
their true and real liberties and chartere 
mghts are dearer to them than that they 
fhould hazard them by prafping after 
fhadows and phantoms. I will therefore 
abide by what I have faid in every part 
of my work, that as they underfland tho- 
roughly the neceflarv powers of govern- 
ment on one hand, and as they are zea- 
lous for liberty on the other, fo were 
thev, by affection as well as principle, 
ever attached to the mother 
and to the government thereof. I {peak 
of them as I knew them, nothing aggra- 
vating, nething extenuating. But there 
is no aniwering for the defects of a deli- 
rium. I know nothing of the {pirit of 
thofe who have raifed and would direct 
the ftorm in the prefent wild uproar in 
America, nor dol believe that they theme 
felves know what fpirit they are of. Ige 
norant of the conftitution of G. Britain, 
and of their own beil lberty as derived 
from it, they have mifled the good people 
of America to difclaim the wifdom and 
temper of their truce friends, to doubi the 
virtue and zeal of thofe pood citizens 
who have for fo many years by their tu- 
perior abilities and real patriotifin had 
the charge and conduét of their intere!ts. 
Frantic, like madmen, thev have fallen 
firft upon thofe who have been hitherto 
near aid ceaiett to them, and then, giddy 
with the wild cutrage they have begun, 
they have proceeded (I had almoft faid to 
take up arms) againft the authority of 
that verv conflitution to which they owe 
the rights and privileges that they con- 
tend for.” 

But notwithftand'ng our author's jdea 
of the leyal fubjection of the colonite to 
the parliamentary jurifdiétion of the mo- 
ther-country, he is extremely averfe to 
the doétrine of compulfion; and quotes 
Sir William Tempic’s count of Spain’s 
fatal lofs of the Low Countries by having 
recourfe to force of arme, when milder 
methods might have happily compofed the 
difturbances which had broke out in thofe 
provinces. He propofes to admit the A- 
mericans to a fhcre in the Britifl lepifla- 
ture, provided they will accept of it, of 
which ovr author (with many others) 
appears fomewhat coubtful. Neverthe- 
lefs, he thinks forme mode of a cordial 
union with our colonies ought to be 
thenght of; and he recommends a a 
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92 
ticular fcheme of his own, for thie defi- 
rable purpole,— nich we have not room 
to imfert. He feveral other 
mealures and repu ations which he thinks

S vegetables derive for their fupport

This theory may be confirmed by f. facts, 
namcly, the great quanti! y of trees an d plants 
of evcry kind. which covered all the defer 
iflands difcovered fa the latter centuries ; and 
by the mmenfe forcft hiftory informs usit 
was requifite co cur down in all parts of the 
world, in proportion as they became better 
inh. bited, and the inhabitants became more 
civilized.

The faid minitter having had 
within thefe few days a confcrence with 
the prefident of the weck, has infifted 
upon a tpeedy anfwer ta this memorial ;

The Britith, who plorv in 
their freedom, and would reprefent the 
others of us on the continent as little 
better than flaves, have never vet cone 
any thing of then lelves for the fpirited 
and firm httl nation, which for thee 
tihvtv vears has been makine the noblet 
ftruggles againit oppri fion. On the cone 
trary, when thev had concluced the batt 
peece with France, they pubdlithed a pro- 
clamction, declaring it high treafon tor 
fubjed, to affitt the Corficans; 
the rebellious Corficans [ xxiv. 674-]; 
and for this proclamation the then prime 
ninitter of Enpland was feverely cenfured 
by the dering Sieur Wilkes, whofe 
North-Briton made an uproar. — 
The gezettes of late hare talked a preat 
deal of a certain M. Bofwell, a Scots 
w!o has been in Cerfiea. It 
rumoured that he was a de 
‘perete acventurer, whofe real name was 
Jacdonald, and who hed ferved curing 
e lutt war in North America; but it 
has fince appeared that he is a pentleman 
of fortune upon his travels, a friend of 
the celebrated John James Roufleau, 
who is an enthufiaft for the Corficans, 
and bas been honoured with the title of 
their legiflator. We do not gire credit

1. Becaufe we conceive that a law to 
prevent the exportation of corn is become 
unneceilary, and therefore ineligible; in- 
afmuchas any reftriction upon trade is 
unadvifable and injurious, where it is 
not abfolutely requifite: befides that, 
upon grain’s becoming cheap, in conte 
quence of {uch a prohibition, and of another 
law of this fedion, for the fupprefiion of 
our domettic diftilleries, mer- 
chants might be induced to buy up Jarge 
quantities of our grain at an undervalue, 
with a view afterward, by their intereit 
and reprefentations, to obtain in Eng- 
land, in conlequence of the alteration 
which has been made in the bill, a fufpen- 
fion of this law, in order to traniport 
what they had thus purchafed; by which

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Britain were Mot in fcarcity neither 
can it be fuppoled, that if G, Brita 
were in fcarcity, his Mejetty’s fubstitutes 
and the privy council of this kingdom 
would hefitate, upon any intimation of 
it, to fufpend the prohibition, if it could 
be done without the immediate ruin of 
this country ; at the fame time that they 
would have had an opportunity, if the 
confequence were likely to be fatal, of 
remonfirating againit fuch a defire, and 
removing mifreprefentations at leaft ;

She mut not oniy be amiable, but 
the muft endeavour to appear agreeable 5 
both religion end morality dictated 
condué, She felt end exprefled an hich 
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degree of veneration for the conjugal 
life; but was convinced that her own 
happinefs could only be fupported by a 
{tate of celibacy. Her large fortune gave 
her an opportunity of gratifving the ex- 
tenfive benevolence of her heart. She 
had no near relotions; but the confider- 
ed the poor as her family. She was hbe- 
ral in her donations for the fupport of 
public charities, particularly to thofe 
which not only promoted indutlrv, but 
were calculsted for the fuppreiiion of 
vice, and the advancement of religion 
and morality. After having pafled feve- 
ral years in the exercife of every Chrittt- 
an duty, reverenced by all human kind, 
yet free from folicitations which the ne- 
ver intended to encourage, fhe received 
profeflions of love from a young gentle- 
man of family, but fmall fortune, whole 
chars@ter was fo amiable that it had ex- 
cited heretteem. Her refolutions againtt 
marriage were however too rationally 
founded to be fh.ken by the attacks of 
Emwrirus. As he did not addrefs her in 
perion, but by letter, fhe relieved him 
from fulpenfe by the following anfwer. 

* Sir, Whilit I confels mylelf to be 
Gefirous of fecuring your efleem, I entire- 
ly difciaim all defigns upon your heart; 
nor can you more etfectually forfeit that 
efteem with which your character has in- 
imred ve. than by perfifting to impor- 
tune me wi h profefions of love. When 
I confider the fentiments of mv mind, I 
hope Ido not flitter myfelt in believing 
that IT am fomewhat worthy of your 
friendthip; but when I examine the de- 
formity of mv perfon, I never can think 
myielt the object of a fofter attachment. 
You, Sir, are formed to enjoy and to 
uppart the highelt happimefs of the con- 
nubial flate, whill! my perfonal difed- 
vantages foroid me to expect mine from 
other than the intercouve of fiiend- 
Wien to ihele motives of refatal 
vention the add ticnal one of en infirm 
fate of health, Ttholl bave a lets favour-

mie, if you periecote me with farther fo-

dam, how exalted are your fentiments, 
and how unworthy am I of the favours 
you fo liberally offer! If filial obliga. 
tions, and an ingenuous confetlion of my 
otfence to you, will not in fome degree 
letlen its heinoufnets, T will fubmit with. 
out a murmur to the decifion of my 
judge, and not dare to implore for mer- 
cy, whilft my own heart joins in condemn- 
the delinquent. You know, 
Madam, that niy father was a merchant; 
but I believe you are ignorant that he was 
indebted to the father of Liberio for his 
inclination to that way of life, and in- 
deed for all the advantages that it pro- 
cured him, Liberio, after the death of 
this generous man, frequently involved 
himfelt by his extravagance in difficul- 
ties, which my father was prompted by 
gratitude and inclination to relieve. He 
fometimes ventured to give advice, but 
he always afforded pecuniary ath{tance, 
even to the prejudice of his fortune. 
But his comphance with a propofal to 
join ina bond for 30001}. with another 
triend of Liberio’s, completed our ruin. 
The captain of a very rich thip offered te 
be a furety, if be could engage my fa- 
ther, end to permit Liberio on that con- 
dition to be an equal partner in all the 
advantages which might be expe@ed from 
a fuccelsful vovane. My father could 
not yelitt the importunities of Liberio; 
who imbarked immediately afterwarcs. 
Alas, Madam, how dreadful was the con- 
fequence of his acquiefeence! The fhip 
was lott, every foul on board periihed, 
and my father is folely accountable for a 
fum which exceeds the limits of our joint 
fortunes. Our principal creditor is 4 
man whofe rapacity ot difpofition renders 
unmoved by our dittefies. My father 
would have configned himtelf to a gaol to 
fave me from poverty, but I have proteft- 
edhe fall rot go alone, and I would 
hive furrendered inyfelf, had he not aflue 
bed that his death be the confe- 
quense 
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quence of fuch a procedure. He weeps 
inceflantly, he condenins his imprudence, 
whiltt Lam convinced his motive was not 
only juttifiable, but laudable. Our time 
allowed for confulting the means of re- 
dre (s was almoft expired, when our mer- 
cilefs creditor propofed, as the only ex- 
pedient, my foliciting you with a love- 
addrels. My foul fhuddered the 
thought of making your unfulpecting good- 
nefs a facrifice to my neceflities : but my 
father’s tears, his inevitable impending 
ruin, at laft influenced me to content. — 
Jwillown all my guilt and misfortunes : 
J have long loved and been beloved by a 
young lady, whofe amiable qualities ju- 
tified my attachment, but whole very 
{nail fortune would not permit me to 
join my deftiny with hers after this me- 
lancholy atfuir. My Jove for ANGELINA 
oceafioued enother dreadful conflict in my 
brealt; but the fame confiderations, which 
prevailed over honour, were at laft trium- 
phant over love: I efteemed and revered 
your virtues, and was convinced 1 could 
love your perfon as well as that of any o- 
ther, except Angelina’s. Oh, Madam ! 
was it poflible for human nature to {ur- 
mount fuch a trial! But why do I exte- 
nuate my own weaknefs, or arraign the 
attlhor of our being, by depretiating the 
excellence of his-works ? If we exert our 
own powers, we fhail certainly be fup- 
perted by divine ailiftance; but how can 
we expect relief from misfortunes by in- 
volving ourfelves in guilt? Thefe fenti- 
ments, Madam, occur to me on reflec- 
tion. J anticipate your fentence, whillt 
1 all the torments of felf-condem- 
netion. T rely entirely upon your mercy ; 
and | fometimes hope that the penitence 
Which feals our peace with the Almighty, 
will alfo recommend me to the forgivenets 
ol one of his moit perfect reprefenta- 
tives. But whatever are your fentiments 
of me, have pity on, and afliit my father: 
his ave, his infirmities, but moft his 
Roodnefs of heart, intitle him to your fa- 
vour. In giving relief to him, you will 
aleviate the moft poignant fuffering of 
your ever devoted and grateful bumble 
fervant, Emirius.” 

Tranquilla was not long deliberating 
how to act: fhe was no ftranger to the 
Perion and charaéter of Angelina, though 
they had never vifited: the always had 
admired the one, and efteemed the o- 
ray She now waited on that young 
lady, who lived in a very retired end tru- 
gal manner with her mother.

I part from fuperfluities only in fupplying 
you with the means of happineis; but I 
hope, had Providence circumfcribed my 
power within much narrower limits, I 
fhould flill have exerted it for the relief 
of the diftrefies, and to promote the 
good of my fellowecreatures. Examine 
your own heart, Madam; does it not 
prompt you to every aét of benevolence 
and friend{hip? Permit me then, as the 
more furtunate only, to put in pra&ice 
the fugpeftions of your mind, and do not 
difdain a benefit which a prateful heart 
overpays. Be pleafed, dear Angelina, to 
accept thefe (putting into her hands 
notes to the amount of 3000 ].) as the 
offerings of a friendthip which will be am- 
ply repaid by the acquifition of two fuch 
friends as Emilius and Angelina, and in 
contributing to their mutual happinets. 
I will alfo requett of you to convey thefe 
other notes to Emilius, for the difcharge 
of the bond: perhaps neither law nor e- 
quity can exa¢t the payment cf the whole 
but juftice to bis own charatter, 
which might be injured by malicious ae 
fperfions, and leflen bis future influence, 
require it from him. IT know that the 
filisl piety which diftinguifhes your and 
Emiliu:’s chara@er would prompt both 
immediately to efign an handfome provi- 
fion to your excelient parents; Dut you 
nuft permit me to anticipate your defign ;

The tender athttance of 
Tranquilia and Exmalius, foon rettored her 
te bre; and the former, thinking her 
pretence might be a rettraint, role uo to 
take leave ; but Angelina and her lover 
tly intreated her to flay. When

he iell at ber feet, and in a }.nguapge 
mere eloquent than words, exprefied his 
pr titude and love.

Thus did the amiable Tranquilla en- 
jov the moit exalted delights of a rational 
being, in contributing to the happinefs of 
a defersing and unfortunate family, and 
in an wniverial endeavour to reward vir- 
tue and to relieve diltrets.

The FOOT-MACHINE for SCUTCH. 


A The feutching-ftock, moveable backward or forwardon hinges at the bottom of it 
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a ftaysa; breadth at top about two feet, and below the top only cighteen inches; flo 


ping height three teet two inches, and perpendicular height two feet ten inches above 
the Rance of the workman; which is on 8, a broad ftool nine inches high; which, with 
the fupport of the foot-treadle K, ts eafily fixed to, or removed trom the reft of the mx 
chine. 

A fly-wheel, which, as here reprefonted, is of beat or caft iron, but is alfo made of 
timber. It is tour anda halt feet diameter, and about fiaty ib. Englith weight. i 
lics upon brats cods or buthes. 

The fcutchers, tour upon the wheel, fifteen inches long, fix broad, one thick at 
back, and tapered oaly on the fide next the wheel to an edge of about one eighth of a 
inch. 

N. B. It isa principal cireumfance that the fcutching-ftock be about feven inches 
more perpendicular height than the center ot the wheel. 

Two pofts upon which the feutch ng-ftock or its temper pins reft. 

Two pins which fcrew through the feutching-ftock, and their points bear againf 
the pofts lat mentioned. By thefe temper-pins the flock is readily moved nearer 
or farther trom the feutchers.

For obtamning a tuthctent information 
as to thele three quetlions, a number of 
the moit experienced of our dyers, manu. 
feéturers, and Atrican traders, ought to 
have been exanined : perhaps fome tuch 
pertons did voluntarily attend, and were 
examined ; but it does not appear by the 
votes, that any fuch perfons were at anv 
time ordered to attend; and I fuppofe, 
that nene did attend, but fuch as were 
tricnds to the bills then depending; o- 
therwile oljeGions might have been made 


to feveral parts of this bill; for it expo- 


fes everv Britifh trader upon the coaft of 
Africa to the danper of being flopped and 
vifited by cur cruilers upon that coatt. 
Nay, the aét feems to authorife the flop- 
ping, feizing, and condemning any to- 
reign {hip that {hall be found failing up- 
on or from that coaft, if fhe has anv pum- 
fenega on board ; and if fuch a fhip fhould 
be teized, and broupht in as prize, by 
one of our cruifers, I do not fee how our 
court of admiralty could avoid condemn- 
ing the fhip and cargo as lawful prize, or 
how the crown could prevent the fen- 
tence’s being carried into execution, as 
the captian and crew of the cruifer are 
by the faid aé& 12° Char. IF. intitled to 
one moiety of the prize, let its value be 
never fo confiderable; which will of courfe 
make our cruers very alert in examining 
every fhip, either Britifh or foreign, 
which they may meet with upon the coa!t 
of Africa, unlels we give them exprefs 
inftrudctions not to meddle with any fo- 
reign fhip: and if we fthould give foch 
inftrudtions, the hiph duty impofed by 
this at will render it impofiible for us to 
prevent this prm’s being clandettinely car- 
ried on board fereipn flips, even by oor 
own people whoare fettled upon that enatt, 
This uct feems therefore to be fuch a 
one as will involve us in perpetual brows 
with ail our neighbours thet have any 
trace upon the coatt of Atrica, or fuch a 
one ae will be found quite inetleétual 
the purpofe intenced; whereas, had we 
continucd the free importation of gum- 
fenega, 2nd mace but a {mall addition to 
the cutv impoled upon tie exportation 
it by the iaid 8° Geo. T. we my 
have piven our wenufeéturers a confides 
able adeantepe over their foreipn rive! 


venience. TIT fay this, rpona 
that we have an exciefive right to trod 
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upen that part of the African coa‘t from 
whence this gum has hitherto been utual- 
ly imported, ¢. from Cape Ronee 
northward as far as the Morocco domi- 
nicns; and upon a fuppofition, that no 
fuch gum can be found upon any other 
sart of the weftern coait of Atrica; for 
Poth mutt have been taken for granted 
by thofe who were the advifers of this 
ad, though both may be deemed a little 
coubttul. With regard to the French, we 
certainly have by conqueft fuch a right; 
becaule, whilit they were in pofletion of 
Senegal, they claimed this exclufive right, 
and actually entorced it, as ofien as they 
found themielves a condition to do fo. 
But their claims was never acknowledged 
or inbmitted to by anv nation in Europe, 
iefs by this mation than anv other ; 
confequently we mutt fuppofe that this 
claim, now it is in our} ion, will be 
contelied by the Dutch, the Danes, the 
VPortuguete, and the Spentards, particu 
larly the two laft, as the Portuguele are 
potlethon of Cape Verde iflands, di- 
redtiy over-acaintt the mouth of the river 
Senegal, and the Spaniards are in 
fien of the Canary ifands over-againit the 
Borthern part of the dame coat, to bath 
whicis flands poods of any kind may be 
eablv trautported in fhallays from th 
continent of Africa, and fron: thence fent 
to any part of Europe. We mav there 
fore expect that our exclufive right to 
the trade of this part or the coatt will 
be contetted by all thofe nations, and 
our loading the exportation of this pum 
with fuch a heavy duty, will make them 
coptett our right with the greater zeal. 
Then as to the ether fyppoftion: We 
are fo little acquainted with the interior 
mts ofthe continent of Africa, or in- 
oeed with any part of the coattto the 
fouth of the eguinottial line, that, for 
anv thing we know, the fame fort of gum
